Man Francisco's Whale Trade 
Estimated «t Bin It' n 
million Dollars. 

Tbo following article from the Sun Fran • 
cisco Bulletin is deemed of such interest to 
our whaling population as to deserve publi- 
cation: 

Whalers uro dropping into port one by 
one. The whaling season turns out to bo 
better than the preceding ono. At the last 
aooounts the ships of the Pacific Whaling 
company had taken sixty-two whales, with 
a prospect that at least ten moro would be 
taken. This company has live small steam- 
ships averaging about 250 tons burthen, or 
a little under that mark. There is the 
Belroua, Ores, Narwhal, Thrasher and 
Grampus. Thorp uro also ouo or moro sail- 
ing ships. Two or threo of these vessels 
have already oowo into port. The average 
value of whales caught in the Arctic was 
set down a year ago at at $5, OUO each. The 
decrease in tbo price o( whalebone has 
probably reduced that value somewhat. 
Estimating the average value nt $4,000 for 
eaoh, the sixty-two whales known to be 
oaught by tbo Pacific Whaling company 
would be worth §218,000, or in round num- 
bers, a quarter of a million. If ten more 
whales are added, which is a reasonable 
calculation, the gross value of the catch by 
this one company would be §288,000. That 
is not a bad season's work. It is compara- 
tively a good one. It is true that steam 
whalers cost a great deal more thau vessels 
fitted out only with sails. Thtoe sailing 
shiprf fitted out as whalers can be sent to 
sea for the cost of a single steam whaler. 
But as far as heard from, only two sailing 
ships have had a full catch this year, while 
the catch of the Urea would be considered 
very good if divided among threo sailing 
ships. The value of the latter, with outfit 
when ready to go to sea, is hardly more 
than £20,000. Many Bhips of this class 
are not valued higher than $8,000 to 
$10,000. The outtit nearly doubles tho 
cost. 

Besides the ships of the Pacific Whaling 
company the New Bedford company em- 
ploys a fleet in the Arctic, but with less 
steamers and more Bailing vessels. These 
have had the usual variety of luck — good, 
bad and indifferent. Bnt from the data at 
hand it is judged they have done fairly 
woll but with hardly so good a showing 
as the Pacific Whaling company. There 
are also a number of sailing ships which 
oro owned outside of organized companies. 
Tho wealth brought down from the Arctic 
to ban Francisco this year will be hardly 
leBB than half a million dollars according to 
thu estimates on values on oil and bone at 
this port. It is probably somewhat greater 
bcoause the ruling prices hero aro really not 
the prices which most of the whale ship- 
owners obtain iu other markets for oil and 
bono. It is quite certain that there is to be 
no decrease in Arctic whaling at this port. 
Considering that freights have been low 
and business dull, it appears that the whal- 
ers have done better for their owners than 
than tho average of small vessels in other 
trades. The colliers and small lumber 
vessels hum not done butter. Tho half 
million of wealth brought down from the 
Arotio this season of course represents tho 
gross earnings, tho net profits being a great 
deal less. There is tho interest on the 
value of '.ho ships, the outtit, tho wear and 
tear and the proportion of lairs to bo divid- 
ed among tho crews. There is also a largo 
outlay for insurance on vessels going to tho 
Arctic, tho largest insurance premiums be- 
ing paid on these vessels. 

For tho last mx weeks or ho whales have 
been coining out of the Arctic ioo, and 
have bean making their way south. In 
tho winter season thero are no whales in 
the Arctic ocean, for tht> good reason 
that they cannot livo thero when the wa- 
ter ia frozen over so that there aro no 
breathing spaces. A considerable num- 
ber aro Bupposed to die ovcry year by be- 
ing caught under ico ho thick that when 
they come up to breatho they cannot 
break tho ice. Frequently a dozen or 
more whales may be scon in small areas of 
open water surrounded by ico whore no 
ship can go, or not without greater perils 
than ought to bo encountered, JuBt 
where all the Arctic whales wintor has 
long boon a mooted question. They are 
found all along tho const of California 
during some of tho winter months. But 
their breeding grounds aro tho lower lati- 
tudes, as at Mogdalena Bay and in tho 
shallow bays of tho Lower Mexican coast. 
Jt is probable that some go down a8 far 
a a the Central American const. All tho 
right whales seen along tho coast do not 
onter the Arctic, although the groat num- 
ber do. Many are found in the summer 



aeaaon in tho Okhotak Sea and along the 
coast of Siberia. The right whalo seeks 
out his summer feeding grounds in high 
latitudea. This annua) migration and re- 
turn is counted on with tho greatest cor- 
taiuty. As many whaloa come out of the 
Arctic in autumn as in spriug. TheBe 
facts govern the operations of tho whal- 
ing Hoot. Honco, after the Arctic whal- 
ing season ia over, many Bhipa discharge 
and rout at ouoe and go down the coast 
preparatory to a later cruiso in the high 
latitudoa. At aovoral points along the 
coast, in this State, there are shore sta- 
tions, whore a considerable number of 
whales are caught as thoy go up and down 
the coast. 

Long whaling voyagos, auch aa woro 
made twouty-Qve years ago, aro seldom 
made now. Whale Bhipa would leave, 
say the port of Now Bedford, for the Pa- 
cilio ocean and tho South seas, and be 
absent two years, and sometiinoa longer. 
In that time tbey would fill up. Sailing 
ships frequently returned with from two 
to three thousand barrels of oil, one- third 
or more of which was sperm. Bone did 
not figure ao prominently in the returns 
aa it dooa now. Of course tho sperm 
whalo has no bono, or none fit for com- 
merce. Tile right whalo haa come to bo 
moro valuable than the sperm whalo, on 
account of tho bone and the low prices of 
aporm as woll as right whale oil. In for- 
mor times thero woro ahipa known as 
sperm whalers. They cruised within tho 
limita of about 20 dogroua of latitude on 
both sides of tho equator. If the right 
whalo waB found in theao warm latitudes 
in tho winter season, ho was, of coutbo, 
taken in, but he did not count for as 
much in those timoa as tha sporui whalo. 
While moro whalers approach tho Arctic 
by way of Greenland every aeaaon, it does 
not appear that they have an avorago run 
of luck that ia bettor than that of tho 
whalers going to the Arctic from San 
Francisco. Tho low prices obtained for 
oil during many past years havo abridged 
the profits of tho whaling business. .Nor 
docs it seem probable that much hotter 
prices will be obtainud in the noar future 
on account of the use of coal oil for illu- 
minating purposes. But as there never 
has boen found a satisfactory Bubstttute 
fur whalo bone, the price of that product 
wiil g • far to make up for the diminished 
price cf whale oil.

Tlio announcement is niado in the 
Montreal Herald, that a young nun, 
whose religious name ia Sister Lacom- 
bo, a short time ago fled from a com- 
munity of sister.s established at Temis- 
camingUQ with a young man named La- 
pierre, and married him. 

A Free Press reporter, with a do- 
sire of ascertaining tke voracity of the 
report, dropped down to the Basilica, 
and upon making enquiries found that 
the story of the elopement is not cor- 
rect; but that the facts are, that the 
young man Lapierre, who owned pro 
perly at Temiscamingue, fell in love 
with Sister Lacombe, whom he had 
known before she took the veil. He 
then made application to his Holiness 
the Pope for dispensation for Sister 
Lacombe from her oaths, which dispen- 
sation was granted. In consequence 
whereof Lapierre married the young 
lady. There was neither an elopement 
nor a sensation. — Ottawa Free Press

SUPERIORITY OF THE BRITISH 
FLEET. 

Now that there is every probability of 
a grout war tho powers are all looking to 
thoir flouts. There can bo little doubt, 
notwithstanding all the continental "blus- 
ter," that Grea* Britain still is "the mis- 
tress of the soaa." It would have been 
strange, when her peculiar position is 
takoti into account, if alio allowed herself 
to fall from that proud eminence. It is, 
then, chsering and satisfactory to be told 
by the Manchester Guerdiuii that the 
fast that our new armored ships of 
large Biae aro swifter than the 
corresponding class of vessels in the 
French fleet is no longer a matter 
of controversy. Our superiority in this 
respect has been acknowledged in an of- 
ficial paper recently submitted to the 
French chambers. France has no iron- 
clad which can bo driven at a highor 
speed than 10 knots an hour; even the 
ahipa which are now building aro u 
pected to exceed, if they reach, that i-iu. 
Uur latest shipa aro all capable of doing 
more than the French maximum. The 
" Admiral " class, as well as the 
Imporieuse and Warspito, have been 
designated as soventeen-knot shipa , 
and so far as the trials have gone there is 
no reason to apprehend that tho actual 
result will fall far, if at all, short of the 
constructor's calculations. The Banbew 
passed through her otlicial trials last week, 
and it is satisfactory to loam not only 
that the engines worked smoothly through 
out, but that tho speed attained exceeded 
the estimated rate. In the natural draught 
trial the mean speed was 1G.3 knots, 
while with the forced draught the ship did 
17i knots. With regard to at least one 
quality, therefore, the Benbow is an iron- 
olad of the very first rank. As is well 
knowu, the fighting vbIuo of the Benbow, 
and indeed of ail the Bhips of the "Ad- 
miral" type, ha: Leon freely criticised. 
There are authorities who pronounce 
them costly blunders, and it may very 
well be that Sir N. Barnaby and other 
marine architects have devised or might 
be able to devise ships capable of offering 
a stouter resistance to an enemy's fire. 
But when all is said the Benbow remains 
one of the most formidable engines of 
war possessed by any power. A ship with 
a displacement of 10,000 tons, protected 
(if. only partially) by kteelfaced side armor 
varying in thickness from 14 inches to 
18 incheB, carrying an armament 
which includes two 110-ton breeohloading: 
guns, and which in addition to all this 
can steam at the rato of 17-rV knots an 
hour, can nover, in the hands of com- 
petent officers and well trained men, be 
anything but a battleship of the first im- 
portance, The doubiful point is whether 
the next great naval war may not clearly 
demoiiDtrate that in applying themselves 
mainly to tile construction of these mag- 
nificent ships the maritime powers have 
been pursuing a mistaken policy. We 
may come yet to smaller ships with in- 
ternal instead of aide protection, and 
carrying lighter but still effective guns. 
Admiral Aube bolieves that the time has 
already arrived for thua reconstructing 
the fleets of the world. Even in England 
it has been decided to abandon for the 
present the policy of laying down new 
ironclads of large dimensions, and the 
awifu oruiser and torpedo voesol are for the 
time tho favorite types. But for the 
final deoiaion we ahall in all probability 
have to await the experiences and lessons 
of a great war. 

THE BEHRING'S SEA FIA8CO. 

It is understood th»t orders have gone 
forward to Sitka to release any prisoners 
held under sentences for illegal seal- 
cutching, and tu remit any tinea imposed. 
The order probably came too late to help 
the imprisoned capUiua, moat of whom 
had served out their sentences at the time 
it arrived ; but it will put a stop to further 
eeizuren and prosecutions. Tho exclusive 
right of the Alaska Commercial Company 
to the fisheries on the islands of St. 
George and St. Paul, and in the turri- 
torial waters surrounding thuae islands, 
is indisputable under the laase; but it is 
not likely that any future administration 
will regard it as entitling tho company to 
the ownership of all the waters of Bullring 
'Sea. Whether this will not practically 
extinguish the monopoly, tho future will 
show. The lesson will be a dear one in 
any event for tho company, but has come 
none too soon. One result will bo tho 
increased number of sealing vesaels in 
the northern seas next season, and 
Victoria will, it is believed, lend 
out a comparatively largo th 
Having no fear of tho Uorwin boforo their 
eyeB it may be anticipated that they will 
give a good account of themsolvea. It 
would Boem as if some coniponnntimi 
should bo made the captains who have 
unjustly been made to suffer, end wo pro- 
sumo they will make Huch a demand in 
duo time. The position tiken was pal- 
pably absurd, as we pointed out at tho 
timo, and was nothing short of a gross 
outrage. If one consequence of the de- 
cision is to break up the monopoly it will 
bo a fortuuato thing that they took tho 
steps they did. Good will come out of 
evil. 

Driiimitfe. 

To the EniTon:— Your short nrtiolc on 
tho above subject, reminds m° that while In 
England I noticed workmen putting down 
in the middle of the road vitritied pipes 12 
inohoH in diameter. On inquiry I was in- 
formod thoy were drain pipon, into which 
Binallor drains from tho houses couiiootod, 
and those were tho only pipes need in that 
town of 25.000 inhabitants. If such simple 
means will do in England why not adopt 
tho same method here. The whole business 
ooald bo managed by tho corporation and 
would bo tffootivo and cheap, no expensive 
or elaborate scheme being ueoeMfury, I do 
notwiBhtogo into tho subject at length, 
not having tho' timo, but merely givo my 
actual oxperionce briefly. .

Dr. Heliiicken's Lelicrs. 

To the Editor: — Several statements 
made by Dr. Rolmcken in his correspon 
denco on the Indian question in your 
columns, if taken in the usual significance 
of such language and road in tho light of 
the original documents, will place the 
Doctor in the front rank of "miBalead- 
ers." In your weekly issue, Nov. 5th, he 
says: "Some five and thirty yoars ago 
Vanoouver island had a government of 
its own and in dealing with tho Indian 
question had to make a policy suited to 
the Indians and lucal conditions." tie 
then proceeds to givo what can only be 
called a caricatura of Baid policy, leaving 
out all reference to the Indian title — tho 
very matter now in issue— and ndrls : 
"Such has boon tho Indian policy for the 
pust 30 yoars, almost from the founda- 
tion of tho colony. During this period 
Vancouver island and tho mainland be - 
came united in one colony. Thu Indian 
policy of Vancouver island was put in 
force on tie mainland also, when tho 
united colonies became part and parcel of 
Canada. This system was unaltered and 
to-day iB the ruling policy of Bntiah Col- 
umbia, and mutt be submittod to by Mot- 
lakahtlans and their inialoadors as well as 
by other Indian tribeB. British Columbia 
has not, during the past 36 years, ac- 
knowledged any Indian title to land save 
that given them by, may I say, their con 
querors — not by Bword, but by civiliza- 
tion and commerce." Again, in the 
weekly issue of Nov. 12th : " Please, re- 
member the Indian policy of British Col- 
umbia is not an accident— it was formu- 
lated by that ' great and good man, Sir 
James Douglas,' and put into practice 
with the knowledge of her majesty's gov- 
ernment, and tho whole system explained 
to them in a number of dispatches." 
Speaking of the acquisition of the land 
in Victoria district, the Doctor says : 
"Sir James Douglas made what ho term- 
ed a treaty of amity and friendship with 
tho Indians in order to put tho earliest 
settlors on an amicable footing with the 
Indians. The ' buying out,' aa Mr, Dim 
can terms it, consisted in giving the In- 
'.ians a quantity of blankets and other 
iktaa — they had no |f urther {claims. Al 
though Sir Jamoa Douglaa continued gov- 
ernor for many years after this transac 
tion, he never repeated it — -never gave 
any other tribe a potlatch on this acoount. 
The Iudians were not averse to the set- 
tlement of white people among them, so 
potlatches, being unnecessary, weru dis- 
couraged and, not resorted to. This very 
case, then, goes to show that Sir James 
Douglaa was of opinion that tho Indians 
had not any logal rights— thus agreeing 
with the judges and jurists." 

In reply to the above, permit me to 
call attention to the following from origi- 
nal documents, as showing the views and 
tine Indian policy of the home govern- 
ment, Sir James Douglas, and the colo- 
nial houso of assembly of Vanoouver Is- 
land: 

Governor Douglas to the' Secretary of State, 
for the Colonies. 
Victoria, 25th March, 18G1. 

My Lord Dukk, — 1 have tho honor of 
transmitting a petition from the houso of 
assembly of Vancouver Island to your 
grace, praying for the aid of Her Majes- 
ty's government in extinguishing tho In- 
dian title to the public lauds in this col- 
ony; and setting forth with much forco 
and truth the evils that may arise frjm 
the neglect of that very necessary precau- 
tion. 2. As the native Indian population 
of Vancouver Island k-avo distinct ideas 
of property in land, and mutually recog- 
nize their several exclusive and posses- 
sory rights in certain districts, they would 
not fail to regard the occupation of such 
portions of tho colony as the white set- 
tlers, unless with the full consent of the 
proprietory tribes, as national wrongs; 
and the Henae of injury might produce a 
feeling of irritation against the settlors, 
and perhaps disaffection to the govern- 
ment that would endanger tho peace of 
the country 3. Knowing their feelings 
on that subject, I made it a practice up to 
the year 1859, to purchase tho native 
rights in the laud, in every case, prior to 
the settlement of any district; but since 
that time, in consequence of tho termina- 
tion of the Hudson's Bay company's char- 
ter, and tho waut of funds, it has not been 
in my power to continue it. Vour ijraco 
rauat, indeed, bo well aware that I have, 
since then, had tho utmost difficulty in 
raising money enough to defray the inuat 
indispensable wantB of tho government . 
4. All the seltled districts of the colony, 
with the exception of Cowichan, Cho- 
mainua and Barclay Sound, have beon al- 
ready bought from the Indians at a cost 
in no oaso exceeding £2. 10a. Bterl'ng for 
each family. As tho laud has, since then, 
increased in value, the expense would bo 
relatively somewhat gieater now, but 
1 think that their claims might bo sat- 
isfied with a payment of to each 
family; so that, taking tho native popu- 
lation of those districts at 1,000 families, 
the sum of £3,000 would meet the whole 
charge. 5. It would bo improper to con- 
ceal from your grace tho importance of 
carrying that vital measure into effect 
without delay. I have, etc., 

James Douglas." 
The Secretary of State for the Colonies to 
Governor Douglas, C. li. 
Downing Street, 19th Oct., 1801. 

"Silt: — I have had under my consid- 
eration your despatch No. 24, of the 25th 
of March last, transmitting an address 
from the houso of assembly i f Vancouver 
Island, ill which they pray for the assist- 
ance of Her Majesty's government in ex- 
tinguishing tho Indian title to the pub! i 
lands in tho colony, and sot forth thu 
evils that may result from a neglect of 
•big precaution. 1 am fully scumble of 
no great importance of purchasing with- 
out Iobs of time tho native title to tho 
soil of Vancouver Island; but tho acqui- 
sition of tho litlo is a purely colonial in- 
terest, and tho legislature must not en- 
tertain any expectation that tho British 
taxpayor will bo burthoned to supply the 
funds or British credit pledged fur tho 
purpose. I would earnestly recommend 
theroforo to tho houso of assembly, that 
they should enablo you to procure I ho 
requisite means, but if they should not 
think proper to do ao, Hor Majesty's gov- 
ernment cannot nndortako to supply the 
money requisite for an object which, 
whilst it is essential to the interests of 
tho people of Vancouver Island, is at tho 
same Hme purely colonial in its character, 
and trifling in tho chargo that it would 
ontuil. I have, etc., 

(Signed), Newcastle. " 

It should be hero mentioned that in 
previous despaichea, dated 3.1st July, 
1858, and 11th April, 1859, respectively, 
tho socretary of state for tho colonies had 
written, "L"t mo not omit to observe; 
that it should be an invariable condition, 
in all bargains or treaties with tho natives 
for the Session of lands poBseasod by them, 
that subsistence should bo supplied to 
them in some other shape." "In tho caso 
of the Indians of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia, Hor Majesty's govern- 
ment earnestly wish that when tho ad- 
vancing requirements of colonization press 
upon lands occupied by members of that 
race, measures of liberality and justice 



mny bo adopted for compensating them 
for the surrender of the territory whioh 
they have been taught to regard as their 
own . " 

From these official documents tho follow- 
ing couclusions will probably bo reached by 
impartial readers: 

1. Tho Indian policy of Sir James Dong- 
las rooogaized in a most speoiQo aud distinot 
manner tho proprietary title of the Indians 
to tho lands in the different districts whioh 
thoy inhabited. Thid is still further appar- 
ent by tho working of the documentary in- 
struments by which that title was oonvoyod 
to Sir James Douglas as representative and 
agent of the H. ii. Co., iu respect to tho 
lauds from Sooko to Saunich (inclusive) 
and also Nanaimo aud Port ltuport. Copieu 
of these documents, 13 iu mimbor, aro now 
boforo ine, aud are denominated "Convey- 
ance of laud to Hudson's Bay company by 
Indian tribes." In the body of eaoh docu- 
ment it is called a deed, and tho traduction 
is called a sale'. Tho prieo iu pounds, shil- 
lings and pence is in each caso stated and 
conditious carefully noied. Siguaturos of 
Indian chiefs and heads of families aro 
affixed, as also those of witnesses, with date 
and place of execution. 

2. That the government of hor majesty 
onjoined such a polioy aud warmly ap- 
proved Sir James Douglas' olt'orts to carry 
it out. 

3. That tho house of assembly for Van- 
couver island just as clearly recognized tho 
Indian title, aud tho necessity for purchau- 
iug it boforo the settlement of tho various 
districts by the whites, aud aakod for aid iu 
continuing this policy. 

4. That the reason why this humane, 
British and Christian polioy was not con- 
tinued was not that Sir Jauies Douglas, or 
tho loenl houso, or the homo government, 
had ascertained tho policy to bo uuwiBo, or 
wrong, or that thoy had ohauged their 
minds in reference to its wisdom aud Jus- 
tice; but simply aud solely that a depleted 
colonial oxchoquer would not supply tho 
requisite funds, and tho home government 
were unwilling to use British funds 
for colonial purposes. From that 
date the "policy" of Sir James, en- 
dorsed by the local houae, tho homo gov- 
ernment, aud later tho Iiomiuiou govern- 
ment, has been held in abeyance. 
Tho evil effeota of this condition 
of thing* lm* shown itself from 
year to year in dissatisfaction and diffi- 
culty among the Iudians where the whites 
havo settled, without the Indian title hav- 
ing first been dealt with. This appears 
from tho otlicial correspondence of gov- 
ernment agents and surveyors, and is not 
confined to tho noithwest coast of the 
mainland, much less to Metlakahtla. 

5. As the titles or claims in question do 
not cancol themselves by the lapse of 
years, it may bo affirmed to day, in the 
language of Mr. Nind, (then government 
agent at Lytton), under date 17th July, 
18C5, "They (tho Indians) aru jealous of 
their possessory rights, and are not likely 
to permit settlors to challenge thorn with 
impunity; nor, such is thoir spirit and 
unanimity, would many settlors think it 
worth whilo to encounter their undisguis- 
ed opposition. . . 1 believe the only 
method" of settling this matter satisfactor- 
ily, and with equity to both Indians and 
whites, will be for tho government to ex- 
tinguish the Indian claims, paying them 
what is proporfor so doingand giving them 
certain reservations for their sole use." It 
is t) be hoped, in the intoroat of justice 
and British fair play, to aay nothing of 
humanity and religion, that tho govern- 
ment will take hold of this akeloton kept 
in tho official cupboard for so many years, 
which "will not down" any longer, and 
deal with it in a fair, equitable and states- 
manliku manner. And I may be per- 
mitted to suggest, as my humble opinion, 
that it can best bo done by t iking up the 
mattor where it was left when the above- 
quoted reply of tho Duke of Newcastlo to 
the address of the local house was received 
at Victoria. It will no doubt cost more 
to soltlo these claims by treaty now than 
it would havo done then; but not so much 
as some people suppose, aLd besides its 
being right and in accordance with the 
golden rule, (which, it in to bo feared, 
some who think more of tho ijold than of 
the rule, oare little aboui), it is, after all 
tho must economical way in which tho 
matter will over bo settled, Enough has 
already been epont in utterly abortive ef- 
forts al settlement upon a wrony basis to 
have extinguished quit j a number of thoso 
claims — and tho end is not yet I Whou 
General Sherman was sent to settle the 
Cheyonnes, ho spent §15,000,000 (filtuon 
millions) in killing 30 Indians. A word 
to the wiso is sufficient. E. ROBSOH.

The Proposed Steamers. 

To tiie Editor:— I do not think Captain 
Irving is justified in building steamers out- 
side of this proviuce. The screw boat he 
mentions willbe wrecked before aside-wheel 
boat, other things being equal, iu navigat- 
ing tho Gulf. Side-wheel boats aro more 
suitable for the navigation, being more 
manageable than long, narrow screws, and 
they aro moro roomy, more suitable for pas- 
senger traffic. Very largo boats are not 
required yet by tho traffic. Three or four 
wooden side-wheelers about tho size of tho 
Princess Louise would place the company 
iu a position to carry all the traffic there 
will be between Vancouver, Now Westmins- 
ter and Victoria for some years to oomo. 

These wooden side-wheelers oould bo 
built at Victoria, of British Columbia wood, 
und their boilers could be made hero also. 
The engines, low pressure vertieul beam, 
can bo bought at Sorel and Quebec for oue- 
fourth tho cost of new engines. I know 
there are a largo number of marine beam 
engines to be had cheap at these two St. 
Lawrence River towns, ranging from 30- 
inch cylinders to .15 inches and more., 
I know one 57-lOoh x 10-foot stroke 
(Athenian); another 47 x 10 (Abyssinian); 
another 45 x 10 (Hero), and I could name 
others of 40 inches and more, that could bo 
bought low. Tho replacing of sailing ves- 
sels by steamships in the Montreal trade, 
have caused a number of aide wheel tugs 
of great power to be of no further use, 
and their engines could bo used to groat 
advantage in British Columbia waters. 
Parties hero wanting such engines should 
write to the llicheliou & Ontario Navi- 
gation Co., at Montreal, or to tho St. 
Lawrence Towboat Co., Queboc, instead 
of spending their money at San Franoisoq, 
1 think the old time dependence of Vic- 
toria on San Francisco should cease. It 
is a relio of a vanished time Let us koop 
our money in Canada and support Can- 
ada, not a foreign city.

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

UNITED STATES. 

PiiTSBUita, Nov. 24. — Tho Knights of 
Labor have begun an important move- 
ment among the skilled iron workers, by 
organizing an aaaerably of skillod work- 
men at the Elba Iron and Balks works. 
The assembly at prosont is composed of 
heaters and rollers; but it is tho inten- 
tion to admit the puddlers in a few days. 
All men enrolled are members of the 
Amalgamated Association, and it in in- 
tended that thoy ahall remain so. This 
is the beginning of a general movement 
for tho enrollment of the skilled iron and 
steel workers, as the Knights of Labor 
are all still retaining thoir membership in 
tho Amalgamated Association. The ob- 
ject is to havo a dual organization, and 
thus to increase their power by being 
backed, nit only by the Amalgamated 
Association, but also by the whole ordor 
of tho Knights of Labor. 

Washington, Nov. 34.— In his annual 
report to tho socretary of war, General 
Macfeoly, commissary-general, Bays, his 
bureau expended §3,175,000 during tho 
last fiscal yoar, leaving still a balance on 
hand of $009,000. The average contract 
price of fresh beef during the year was 
8.38 cents as against 9.75 cents of the 
precoding fiscal year. Subsistances sup- 
plies amounting in value to 8410,000 
wore transferred to the intorior depart- 
ment during the year for the maintenancu 
of the Indians. ''The extra duty paid for 
enlisted men in his dopartniont amounted 
to $27,000. General Macfoely recom- 
mends that congress bo urged to provide 
for the enlistment of one cook to each 
troop battery company and depot of re- 
cruits, and a enok and a baker for each 
garrisoned post. 

Boston, Nov. '24.— A dispatch from 
Barrington, N. S., says tho British 
Bteamer Selina, Oapt. 1'ottor, from Ant- 
werp, November the 4th, for Boston, is 
ashore at Capo Sable. No particulars yet 
received . 

Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 24. — Wheeler, 
the miser, who was bound over to tlio com 
moil ploaa court yesterday without bail 
for murdering his wife, was released on 
furnishing $20,000 bail by Judge Mc- 
Kinly. 

Detroit, Nov. 24. — Francis Palms, one 
of the oldest and wealthiest citizens of 
this city, died this morning. Ho leaves 
an estate worth from fifteen to eighteen 
million dollars.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

■ From John Hill, proprietor Vancouver 
house, calling attention to the bad state 
of sidewalk in front of his house. Re- 
ferred t j atroot ooinmittee. 

From A. Christopher, calling attention 
to tho want of a sidewalk in front of his 
lot on Work stroet. Referred to atreot 
committee . 

From W. Heathorn, Btating that a deed 
had boon givou to the city council in 1872 
of Bay street to Rock bay, but that that 
portion along tho watjr front belonged to 
the Dominion government. Ho would 
ask that a bulkhead bo built along this 
portion, but not so as to interfero with 
his water frontage.

JAMES DAY IIIUDOE. 

Notice was given that tho San Francisco 
Bridge Company had refused to sign a 
contract, and furnish tho required bonds- 
men for building tho James Bay bridge. 

Coun. Barnard offered the following 
resolution; That the consideration of 
tendora bo deferred ono week, and that a 
special committeo be appointed to enquire 
into tho practicability and advisability of 
building a retaining wall on the west side 
of Government street and reclaiming the 
land, the present, bridge to bo temporarily 
ropaired. In supporting his resolution 
Coun. Barnard was of the opinion that 
the work could bo carried out without 
costing tho city a dollar. Ho waa of the 
impression that a company could be in- 
duced to perform the work of building a 
retaining wall and reclaiming the laud for 
a proportion of tho property thus re- 
claimed, whereby the appearance of tho 
city would bo generally improved, a per- 
manent structure tilling tha place of the 
present bridge, and tho unsightly and 
unhealthy mud lUts bo transformed into a 
public garden. Coun. Barnard was further 
of the opinion that it was inadvisable to 
award tho contract for building a bridge 
to tho next highoBt tondor as there might 
bo, although he was loth to beliave it, 
some collusion, tho result of which was 
the refusal of tho San Francisco bridge 
company to enter into their contract. 
He, moreover, urged that thero could be 
no harm in delaying tho matter for a 
week. 

Coun. Robertson offered as an amend- 
ment to Coun. Barnard's resolution, that 
tho tender of thu lowest bidder furuishitg 
good security bo accepted. 

Coun. Higgina favored the building of a 
retaining wall and referred to the benolits 
that would accrue to the city by its com- 
pletion. In seconding Coun. Barnard's 
resolution ho said that he was surprised 
that a responsible firm liko the San Fran- 
cisco bridge company hud failed to accept 
the contract and givo propor bondsmen, 
and ho was of opinion that there was 
something very "fishy" about the whole 
matter at present unknown to tho coun- 
cil, and ho was therefore in favor of hav- 
ing tho prevent bridge repaired to do ser- 
vice until a retaining wall oould bo oreoted 
by tho city. 

Coun. Grant was of opinion that the 
members of tho council wero not aware of 
tho increased expenditure that would be 
tncurrod by tho city in building a retain- 
ing wall, and that tho finances woro not in 
a condition to warrant it. 

A lengthy discussion of the matter on- 
sued in which his worship expressed his 
disapproval of a retaining wall and con- 
tended that tho harbor was Bmall enough 
already; that if tho city grew to any in- 
creased importance the locality could bo 
used as a wet-dock, though the council 
did not appear to understand what a wet- 
dock was. 

Coun. Barnard essayed to speak furthor 
on tho question when ho waB ordorod to 
desist by his worship aud tho following 
dialogue ensued , 

His worship — Ooiin. Barnatd you have 
already spoken three times to thi» ques- 
tion; take your seat, sir. 

Coun. Barnard — I won't do it ! 

His worship— Sit down, air I 

Coun. Barnard-— Don't you intorrupt 
me again. 

His worship— If you don't take your 
soat I refuse to prcsidu over thiB meeting. 

Coun, Rarnard — I don't care, I want to 
bo heard. 

His worship— Now, sue here, Coun. 
Barnard, I don't want tny more of this 



olap-trap. The part of James bay re- 
ferred to will not be filled up without a 
vote of the people so long as I can help 
it. 

Coun. Lipsett endeavorod to offer an 
amendment, and Coun, Barnard olio rod 
to withdraw his resolution. 

Coun. Robortson objected on acoount 
of his amendmont, and his worship ruled 
the withdrawal out of order. 

Coun. Higgius arose to a point of order 
and moved that Coun. Barnard be allowed 
to withdraw his resolution as his worship 
was wrong in his ruling. 

Coun, Robertson's amendment, that the 
street committee award tho contract to 
tho next lowest bidder in compliance 
with tho rules, waB finally put to a rote, 
which resulted in a tie, his worship oast- 
ing the deciding vote in favor of the 
amendmont, which was carried. 

Coun. Styles moved that the partv who 
receives the contract shall not be allowed 
to sub-let any portion of tho contract to 
the San Franciuoo bridge company. Car - 
ried. 

STREET COMMITTEE REPORT. 
The committee recominendod a number 
of sidewalk repairs and the construction of 
seroral atone street crossings. Adopted. 

ELECTRIC LIO HI', 

Tho electric light committee recom- 
mended that the engineer's salary bo in- 
creased to §100 per month. Adopted,

A communication from the city barris- 
ter was read relative to taking action 
against the gas company for excavating 
streets without the consent of tho coun- 
cil.

malicious mischief. Carried.

Coun. Humber said that as tho telephone 
company had been allowed to ereot masts 
throughout the city, that they bo request- 
ed to furnish service to the engine houses 
free.

Ou the left hand portion is the figure of 
our Lord, Beated, in the act of blessing a 
child, while others of tho children are at 
his feet. On the right hand portion are 
the mothers and other children, in the 
rear being tho apostles St. Peter and St. 
John. The expression of the faces and 
coloring of tho figures aud background of 
trees is simply lovely in effect and in gen- 
oral harmony, soft and pleasing. Under- 
neath is tho text "Sutler little children 
to come unto me and forbid them not, for 
of such is the kingdom of heaven." 

Above tho main picture are the figuroa 
of two angels with outspread wings, kneel- 
ing and holding scrolls on which are the 
words "Blossed are tho pure in heart for 
they Bhall see God." 

At the foot of the window aro the me- 
morial words: "In loving memory of 
Arthur Ohahning Beeton, youngoatson of 
Honry Coppinger and Louisa Beeton, of 
London, England; born Dec. 8, 1860; 
died Oct. 22 18£2, and interred in Ross 
bay ceinotory." 

St. John's church is to bo congratulated 
on being tho possessor of so handsomo an 
adornment for their very cosy and pretty 
intorior, and it is hoped that this will be 
but one of a number of similar gifts that 
will be added, and thus render the house 
of God beautiful and attractive.

Rocont evonti have made it so thor- 
oughly manifest that the British investor 
has a liking for gold mines that it is much 
to bo regretted that energy is lacking in 
tho development of tho gold-bearing dis- 
tricts of British Columbia. Hero is a 
vast ana sparsely populated region, rich 
in mineral resources : who will take it in 
hand? Mr. Koch, from whose report to 
the gold commissioner of the Cariboo dis- 
trict we recently quoted, pointB out that 
asyot there has been nothing like an 
adequate examination of the gold-quartz 
deposits iu that part of her Majesty's do- 
minions. Ho makeB Bpecial reference to 
Hixon creek, whore ho superintended 
operations in the hope of finding a pay- 
chute of quartz. "A shaft wub sunk, and 
at a depth of 00 feet a drift was started, 
and the voin was found at tho exact point 
where it was estimated to be, and no voin 
in California has truer or bettor defined 
walls." Mr. Koch proceeds to admit that 
it is quite possible a greater depth must 
be reached before paying quaitz in largo 
quantities will be obtained, but he ex- 
presses himself satisfied with the results 
of recent prospeoting, and declares his 
opinion that the gold quartz deposits of 
the district are not merely local, but that 
a regular and unbroken formation exists; 
that this continues for many miles, and 
that true fissure, aud oven contact, veins 
of gold and silver can be found by intel- 
ligent prospectors. If this belief bo well 
founded most people will be of opinion 
that intelligent prospectors had better set 
to work at once — unlosB, indeed, they are 
afraid that tho authorities of British 
Columbia, following the example of the 
Dogberries of Queensland, are only wait- 
ing until English capital has been in- 
vested in their mines to give the whole 
business a gratuitous but otticial black 
eye. — London {Eng ) Financial jVett'.t.

ONTARIO. 

A voting contest between Sir John and 
Blake at St. Patrick's bazaar, Ottawa, 
was won by Sir Jehu, with a majority of 
3,700.

LATE DISPATCHES. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 23.— The .iecord 
will to-morrow publish an article expos- 
ing a well laid plan of a Cuban sharper to 
swiudle gullible Philadelphiaus. It is 
supposed that he has reaped a rich harv- 
est. The mode of procedure adopted by 
the swindler was to write to his intended 
victim, representing himself aa a prisoner 
in tho royal prison at Havana and offering 
to revoal to him the spot where $410,000 
was buried in glass jars in the outskirts of 
New Orleans. He obtained Hub money, 
he states, on drafts on a ISew Orleans 
1 bank and- finding he would bo arrested ho 
j buried it. tlu offered to disclose the 
j place of its burial "and allow tho person 
I addressed one-fourth of the amount, 
J §1011,000, if he would endeavor to obtain 
tho writer his liberty. After receiving a 
reply from his victim, he would again 
write enclosing what purported to 
be an official copy of an order of court 
refusing permission to have his baggage 
unless ho deposited with tho court 81,500 
for the safe return of tho same. Ah his 
baggage contained tho plan of the location 
of tho hiddon money and as ho had not 
tho money to deposit, he thus gave on op 
portunity for his victim to volunteer to 
send that amount to Havana. The Record 
asserts that 11 number of persons have 
been victimized. It is uncertain whether 
or not anything can be done towards tho 
arrest of tho swindler. The .Spanish 
authorities have been notified and an in- 
vestigation into the management of tho 
royal prison at Havana will be made. 

Detroit, Nov. 2;>. — Charles Richardson, 
of Alpona, died about a year s^o, leaving a 
will bequeathing to his widow property 
valued ut $900,000, The will was contest- 
ed by his brothers and sistern. Tho wifo 
employod K. J. Kelly, J. D, Trumbull aud 
Geo. II. Sleator as attorneys, and then con- 
trary to tho udvice of all three of them com- 
promised the Btiit by paying the relatives 
$120,000. When tho attorneys brought in 
their bills for services according to their 
own statement, Kelly demanded S2000, 
Trumbull $10,000, and Sleator S8000, as a 
recompense for advico. Mrs. Richardson 
considered the charges exorbitant and re- 
fused to pay. Saturday sho drew $1(52,000 
from the Alpena bank and came to Detroit 
to keep it away from the lawyers, placing 
$5900 in the American Exchange National 
bank, of this city. However, tho lawyers 
followed her and, learning that they had 
taken out a garnishment for the bank, sho 
drew the money out and has since kept it 
about her person. It is impossible to tell 
the outcome. The lawyers say she is a 
miser and crazy. 

Malone, N. Y., Nov. 23. — Ex-Vico Pres- 
ident Wheeler is approaching a state of 
physioal collapse, hiB condition being re- 
garded as most seriouB. For yean 
Mr. Wheeler has been a victim of insomnia 
and it is now on the lips of gossip that his 
decline has been hastoned by tho uso of 
opiateB taken to induce sleep. It is said 
that the details of tho total collapse of 
Wheeler are sad and painful to narruto. His 
physician ia reticent, but let it be called 
what it may the fact remains that the once 
strong and aggressive political leader is now 
a wreck of humanity. Not a night passes 
that his physician does not attend and 
assist the sufferer to proourea semblanco of 
sleep. 

HELENA, Nov. 23.— At tho cathedral to- 
morrow Biehop Brondel will unite in 
marriage Major R. C. Walker, U. S. A., 
(retired), and Miss Lizzie Whalen Clevo 
land. Mujor*Wulkor's first wife was a sis- 
ter of Blaine. 

New York, Nov. 22. — The Sun's North- 
ampton, Mass., special says: Northampton 
is agitated over an insult put upon George 
Cable, tho novelist, yesterday, Cable was 
invited to address an audience at tho city 
hall on temperance. Ho was tho first 
speaker, and had spoken for an hour aud a 
half, making a very fine address, when the 
president of the meeting interrupted him 
by saying: "Cable, you were invited to 
speak ton minutes, aud show poor taste in 
occupying an hour and a half when others 
are to speak," Mr. Cable said that ho did 
not know that he was limited in timo. "This 
is the first timo in my career ns a public 
speaker," ho added, "that I have boon 
asked to sit down."

ONTARIO. 

The Department of Murine and 
Fisheries at Ottawa have received en- 
quiries from lN r owfoundlaud and La- 
brador linns about the facilities the 
Pacific coast oilers for fishing settle- 
ments, and stating that, if satisfactory, 
thoy would embark in the trade. 

The corner stone of tho old Kind's 
college building in Queen's park, To- 
ronto, which was laul^in 1841, was rol- 
led over this afternoon by workmen 
who aro tearing the building down to 
make room for tho new Parliament 
buildings. A glass jar was found con- 
taining coins of the reign, chiefly of 
George LH'k time, besides newspapers, 
a-Dew Testament, King's college calan- 
dar and a copy of the charter establish- 
ing the college. By a strange coincid- 
ence Col. E. 1>. Denison and ex-Aid. 
Tinning, who were present at the lay- 
ing of the corner stone, were present 
when the jar was taken from the wall. 

Charles Cavern, the Italian count, 
was committed for trial at Toronto on 
a charge of obtaining two diamond 
rings from L. G. Dubaia, under false 
pretences. Evidence was given that he 
had received $70 on the account of one 
of the rings. He was admitted to bail. 

The Toronto Ilyerson memorial com- 
mittee have awarded the work of the 
bronze statue to Hamilton McCarthy, 
sculptor, who has taken up his resid- 
ence in Toronto. The statue will be 
nine feet high, with a granite pedestal, 
and will likely bo placed at Queen's 
park. 

James Beafcfcy, M. P., is out with a 
long address to his constituents, 
contains a long and sveeeping denial 
of the boodling charge so freely made 
against him. He contends that' tho en- 
tire transaction regarding the North- 
west Central was in tho nature of an 
ordinary railway deal such as has often 
been made in Toronto and Ottawa. 

The Toronto Mail's London special 
correspondent cables that he has been 
officially informed that the Colonial 
and Indian institute will not be open- 
ed until the necessary building is com- 
pleted, which may take two or three 
years. 

The young wife of Archie Pharel, 
street car driver, Toronto, has disap- 
peared, and as two young men named 
James and Robert Craig, shipbuilders, 
who boarded in the same house, left 
at the time, it is thought the trio have 
made their way to tho States. Before 
leaving iurs. Pharel borrowed various 
sums of money from other boarders in 
the house. 

D. Pv. Davis, of Cesto, Essex county, 
just called to the bar, is the only col- 
ored barrister in the province. 

A man, whose name has not been 
learned, but who is said to have been 
in tho employ of Jlesers. Perley and 
Pattee, is reported to have been found 
dead, torn to pieces, and partly devour 
ed by wolves in the vicinity of the Pet- 
tewawa river a few days ago. 

About a year ago, the Brockvillc 
Recorder says, John Dunn, a sober, in- 
dustrious moulder, employed in the 
Jas. Smart works, married Strah Cole- 
man, a Quebec girl, aged 19. Though 
tho bride wab not particularly strong, 
and was of a morose disposition, the 
couple are said to have lived happily 
together. Mir. Dunn remonstrated with 
his wife for having taxed her strength 
by carrying a couple of pails of water, 
and though she said little it was ap- 
parent that she took tho scolding to 
heart. It was noticed that Bhe was ill, 
being attackpd with frequent tits of 
vomiting. Finally she became so had as 
to arouse her husband's suspicion and 
when charged with taking BOmething 
admitted that she had swallowed a 
large dose of Paris green. The unhap- 
py Burlerer rotained consciousness until 
the last and calmly gave all the partic 
ulars regarding her wilful act. 

Mr. Robert McGowan, a G-arafraxa 
farmer, living near Mason vi lie, was the 
victim of a fatal accident. He had been 
threshing during the day. After the 
work was over he went to tho barn- 
to replace the door. In doing so he lost 
his balance, and fell head first to the 
ground, a distance of some sixteen feet. 
He was picked up dead, his neck hav- 
ing been broken in tho fall. He was 
about 50 years of age. This is the 
fourth death that has occarred in the 
family within the last two years.
